Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 22,45,55,57 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Casey (US 4,696,484) in view of Speier (US 5,228,712). 

Casey teaches a method for transporting a vehicle that is not limited to the type 
of vehicle transported but does not specifically mention a cycle. Speier teaches 
transporting a cycle, including use of front 14 and rear chocks 20 to support the cycle 
wheels. It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time the 
invention was made to have modified Casey by the teaching of Speier to transport 
cycles (including the appropriate cycle orientation) to inaease versatility and thus have 
front 14 and rear chocks 20 to support the cycle wheels. 
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As modified above by Speier, Casey teaches a method for transporting a cycle, 
comprising: 

positioning a first cradle bar 24 substantially parallel to a longitudinal axis defined by a 
first wheel T and a second wheel T; 

positioning a second cradle bar 26 opposite said first cradle bar 24 and substantially 
parallel to the longitudinal axis defined by the first wheel T and the second wheel T; 
placing a first front chock 14 substantially adjacent to a front side of the first wheel to 
define a first position, wherein the first front chock is releasably coupled to the first and 
second cradle bars, and the first cradle bar is releasable from the second cradle bar; 
securing the first front chock 1 4 in the first position; 

placing a front rear chock 20 substantially adjacent to a back side of the second wheel T 
to define a second position, wherein the first rear chock 20 is releasably coupled to the 
first and second cradle bars 24,26; 
securing the first rear chock 14 in the second position; and 

coupling a dolly (not specifically numbered, see figures) to a first end of each of the first 
and second cradle bars extending from the first front chock so that the dolly is on the 
front side of the first wheel. 

Re claim 45, Casey teaches coupling second dolly (not specifically numbered, 
see figures) to a second end of each of the first and second cradle bars extending from 
the first rear chock said dolly having an actuator 82 and a pair of arms 56,58, each of 
said arms having a pivotal end and a free end, said pivotal end of each of said arms 
pivotally coupled to the actuator. 
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Conclusion 

Applicant's arguments with respect to the claims have been considered but are 
mostly moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection. 

Applicant's arguments filed 12/7/05 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. 

Applicants regarding Speier do not to apply since Speier is only used as a 
secondary reference as a general teaching of transporting a cycle with chocks. 
Casey clearly teaches the cradle bars being releasable and parallel. 

Applicant's amendment necessitated the new ground(s) of rejection presented in 
this Office action.
